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REPORT. 


Another  year  of  humble  effort  is  added  to  the 
history  of  the  “ Episcopal  Missionary  Association  for 
the  West.”  Another  record  of  the  blessing  of  the 
great  Head  of  the  Church  must  be  engrossed  upon 
the  Memoirs  of  our  Society,  and  sent  forth  to  kindle 
with  thankfulness  and  hope,  the  hearts  of  all  who 
have  chosen  to  contribute  through  this  channel  to 
the  Holy  cause  of  Missions.  We,  who  have  served 
this  Association  as  Managers  of  its  operations,  call 
upon  its  friends  everywhere,  to  unite  with  us  in 
thanksgivings  for  the  good  which  it  has  been  privi- 
leged to  accomplish,  and  in  prayers  that  every 
hindrance  to  its  usefulness  may  he  removed, — that 
our  hearts  may  be  replenished  with  Christian  zeal, — 
our  minds  with  Heaveqjy^xjsdom, — and  our  Treasury 
with  abundant  means  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  the 
Lord. 

Among  the  most  gratifying  facts  in  the  record  of 
the  past  year,  is  the  relation  of  perfect  amity  and 
cordial  co-operation  with  the  Domestic  Committee, 
which  has  now  obtained,  and  which  we  hope  and 
trust  will  be  perpetual.  In  fixing  the  relations  of 
an  auxiliary  to  a principal  or  parent  society,  it  is  no 
matter  for  wonder  th*it  some  practical  questions  of 
detail  have  been  developed  from  time  to  time  by 
experiment,  which  it  required  some  patience  pro- 
perly to  adjust;  and  which  for  the  while  created  a 
little  friction  in  the  movements  of  our  complex 
machinery.  This  was  especially  to  have  been  ex- 
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pected,  when  an  organization  began  an  energetic  life, 
which  was  by  the  stipulated  terms  of  its  existence 
and  union,  so  largely  independent  as  ours.  It  is 
with  cordial  gratification,  that  we  now  report  the 
settlement  of  all  those  petty  and  vexing  questions 
which  have  in  time  past,  involved  in  perplexity  our 
relations  with  the  Domestic  Committee,  or  which 
might  in  the  ordinary  course  of  things  disturb  them 
in  the  future. 

We  yield  our  entire  confidence,  that  the  Com- 
mittee mean  to  deal  with  us  as  brethren,  who 
gladly  accept  our  aid,  and  heartily  rejoice  in  our 
successes  as  we  certainly  do  in  theirs.  Our  object  is 
to  aid,  not  to  hinder  them  ; and  we  see  with  sincere 
gratification,  that  the  receipts  of  the  Domestic  Com- 
mittee have  since  this  Auxiliary  came  into  being, 
doubled  in  amount — over  and  above  those  resources 
which  pass  into  their  Treasury  from  our  hands,  for 
the  furtherance  of  the  same  great  cause.  Surely  it 
cannot  be  said  that  we  embarrass  their  pro- 

ceedings, or  infect  their  friends  with  distrust,  or  wrest : 
money  from  their  disposal. 

We  may  regard  our  position  as  strengthened,  also  ! 
and  our  labors  as  endorsed  and  sanctioned  anew,  by  the 
notice  of  our  Association,  in  the  Report  of  the  “ Com- 
mittee on  the  Domestic  Missions  of  the  Church,” 
which  was  made  and  received  at  the  meeting  of  the  i 
“ General  Board”  in  October  last.  These  are  the  i 
words  of  that  report  respecting  This  Society:  “ Some 
years  have  elapsed  since  the  Board  at  an  Annual 
Meeting  recognised  the  “ Missionary  Association  for 
the  West,”  as  an  auxiliary  in  the  work  of  Domestic 
Missions ; and  since  that  time  all  contributions  to 
that  Association  have  passed  through  the  Domestic 
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Treasury.  Though  they  cannot  be  regarded  as  actual 
contributions  to  its  own  funds  ; still  as  these  contri- 
butions are  for  the  general  work  of  Domestic 
Missions,  and  are  made  through  an  organization 
recognised  by  this  Board,  your  Committee  would 
suggest  the  expediency  of  their  appearing  in  a Table 
appended  to  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Domestic  Com- 
mittee— an  arrangement  similar  to  that  now  adopted 
in  the  monthly  acknowledgments,  in  the  “ Spirit  of 
Missions.”  The  course  here  recommended  was 
adopted ; and  we  have  now  the  advantage  of  ap- 
pearing in  all  the  published  statements  of  the  Do- 
mestic Committee,  as  their  ally  and  co-worker, — and 
our  friends  are  relieved  of  the  reproach  which  before 
seemed  to  rest  on  them,  of  contributing  nothing  to 
the  cause  of  missions,  because  the  official  organ  of  the 
Church  refused  to  acknowledge  their  contributions. 

Being  thus  a legitimate  branch  of  the  missionary 
machinery  of  the  Church — working  not  only  in  con- 
cord, but  in  compact  with  her  appointed  agency — 
acknowledged  and  commended  once  and  again  by 
the  “ Board  of  Missions,” — (which  is  nothing  less  than 
the  Church  herself,  acting  in  the-  fulfilment  of  her 
errand,)  we  feel  that  they  speak  unadvisedly,  who  pro- 
nounce this  an  u unauthorized  society,”  and  treat  its 
necessary  communications  with  its  friends  and  sup- 
porters,— however  carefully  interference  be  avoided  in 
them,  with  the  rights  or  claims  of  others — as  intru- 
sive, and  offensive  documents,  which  ought  not  to  be 
transmitted  by  the  post-routes,  unless  they  be  vised 
and  stamped  like  foreign  pass-ports  by  the  proper 
official  on  the  boundaries  of  every  jurisdiction.  The 
right  to  be  an  auxiliary  in  the  work  of  missions, 
includes  the  right  to  interchange  solicitations  and 
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acknowledgments  of  the  funds  necessary  to  sustain 
them,  provided  always,  it  be  done  with  modesty  and 
with  due  regard  to  the  delicate  relations  which 
encompass  such  a medium.  We  have  never  for- 
gotten, and  believe  that  we  have  never  violated  our 
propriety  in  this  behalf,  and  we  pray  for  grace,  as 
we  already  have  the  purpose,  to  maintain  it  in  the 
future.  And  yet,  perhaps  there  has  not  been  in  the 
whole  period  of  our  associate  existence,  a year,  in 
which  so  much  has  been  said  and  written,  adverse  to 
our  work,  and  especially  to  our  auxiliary  relation  to 
the  Domestic  Committee,  as  in  that  which  has  just 
closed.  It  seems  that  just  in  proportion  as  all  causes 
for  discomfort  have  been  abated,  until  they  who  are 
most  concerned  in  the  work  and  most  cognizant  of 
the  facts  involved  are  perfectly  happy  in  the  compact, 
outside  clamor  has  increased.  Anonymous  news- 
paper writers  and  Editors,  who  represent  little  or 
nothing  of  that  which  is  contributed  to  the  cause  of 
Missions,  complain  and  fret  because  it  is  agreed  by 
the  Domestic  Committee,  that  (in  this  instance  as 
well  as  others)  they  who  give  may  have  some  direc- 
tion of  the  funds  which  they  supply,  without  inter- 
ference from  those  who  do  not  give. 

The  sum  of  the  privileges  enjoyed  by  this  Asso- 
ciation may  be  stated  in  few  words.  It  is  granted  us 
to  indicate  what  .Missionaries  of  the  Domestic  Committee 
shall  he  aided  by  our  contributions,  and  to  vjhat 
amount.  We  may  suggest  to  the  Committee  places  in 
which  we  would  be  pleased  to  see  missions  estab- 
lished, and  men  whom  we  would  like  to  maintain  in 
them.  But  we  have  no  power  to  determine  on  either. 
They  may  refuse,  or  appoint  such  men,  subject — not 
to  our  dictation,  but  to  the  veto  of  the  Bishop  having 
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jurisdiction  over  the  proposed  field.  If  the  place 
indicated  be  in  any  district  over  which  a Bishop 
claims  authority,  it  cannot  be  adopted  as  a Mission 
station  without  his  concurrence.  W e of  this  Asso- 
ciation have  no  power  in  the  premises ; and  yet,  the 
impression  is  sought  to  be  made,  that  our  organization 
contemplates  the  subversion  of  all  lawful  authority  in 
the  missionary  field,  and  that  the  committee  have 
made  with  us  a compact  prejudicial  to  the  rights  of 
all  who  do  not  co-operate  with  us.  Our  privilege 
when  fairly  sifted  down  is  all  in  one  item.  We  may 
designate  to  what  part  of  the  Committee’s  field  of 
operations, — which  is  under  their  supreme  control 
limited  only  by  the  prerogatives  of  the  Bishops  in 
charge — the  moneys  which  we  contribute  shall  he 
appropriated  ! — Now  if  that  is  monstrous,  why  men 
must  make  the  most  of  it.  If  there  have  been  any 
authoritative  organization  for  the  missionary  work  of 
the  Church  established  by  the  General  Convention,  to 
which  the  granting  of  such  a license  is  obnoxious,  i. 
is  time  that  the  membership  of  the  Church  so  under- 
stood it.  Let  it  be  an  avowed  principle  of  construction 
of  the  present  Missionary  machinery  of  the  Church, 
that  every  donor  is  to  deposit  in  it,  his  contribution, 
to  be  used  absolutely  as  the  officials  may  determine ; 
so  that  any  suggestion  for  him,  as  to  its  application 
shall  be  reckoned  an  impertinent  act  of  radicalism, 
and  that  construction  will  constitute  the  issue,  on 
which  the  Deputies  to  the  following  Convention  will 
be  chosen,  and  the  whole  fabric  of  such  a spiritual 
oligarchy  will  be  indignantly  overthrown. 

Men  who  have  been  conversant  with  the  affairs  of 
our  Church  for  the  past  quarter  of  a century,  know 
very  well  that  the  present  structure  of  our  Missionary 
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agency  was  reared  upon,  or  rather  built  into  a pre- 
viously existing  voluntary  organization.  There  were 
some  nice  and  difficult  adaptations  to  be  made.  What 
we  now  have  was  not  intended  to  be  an  absolute, 
autocratic  institution  to  supplant  and  supervene  all 
freedom  of  thought  and  action.  If  it  had  been  it 
would  never  have  had  “ a name  to  live.”  In  its 
management  to  this  day  are  men  whose  right  to  their 
places  rests  not  on  their  election  by  the  living 
Church,  but  on  their  connection  with  that  antecedent 
Missionary  Society,  which  would  consent  to  the  in- 
corporation of  this  new  body  into  itself,  upon  no  other 
terms  than  the  retention  of  office  by  those  worthy 
men,  who  already  were  possessed  of  such  vested  rights. 
Peculiarities  of  the  old  voluntary  organization  were 
thus  of  necessity  embodied  in  the  new.  Some  of  the 
wisest  men  in  the  Church  then  doubted  the  advantage 
of  any  change  in  the  machinery ; in  whose  opinions, 
the  experiment  of  the  present  economy  has  wrought 
no  change,  unless  it  be  to  have  made  them  more  de- 
cided and  enforced  them  with  more  feeling. 

Now,  ever  since  the  Church  has  had  a Missionary 
Society,  the  right  has  been  accorded  to  any  individual, 
or  to  any  Parish  making  a contribution  to  the  cause,  to 
designate  the  particular  station,  or  the  very  Minister 
for  whose  benefit  it  should  be  expended:  such  a right 
was  always  recognised  under  the  old  regime,  it  has 
been  perpetuated  under  the  new.  Individual  and 
associate  right  to  make  special  designation  of  funds 
contributed  having  thus  obtained,  and  become  patent 
to  the  Church,  where  is  the  objector  who  has 
ingenuity  enough  to  frame  a reason  why  that  is  dis- 
loyal and  uncharitable  in  many,  which  is  correct  and 
considerate  in  a few  or  in  one  \ If  a parish  or  an

individual  may  without  affront,  direct  money  paid 
into  the  Treasury  for  Domestic  Missions  to  be  ap- 
plied to  a specific  locality  or  person,  why  may  not 
several  individuals  or  parishes  make  a common  purse 
of  their  offerings,  and  jointly  ask  to  have  them  em- 
ployed for  the  support  of  any  mission  in  which  they 
for  any  reason  have  more  than  ordinary  interest  l — 
The  principle  involved  in  the  one  case,  is  identically 
the  same  with  that  which  characterizes  the  other. 
And  it  is  a vital  principle,  one  without  which,  we 
contend  there  can  be  no  missionary  spirit,  and  conse- 
quently no  lasting,  or  real  Missionary  success.  Men 
will  not  give  for  the  support  of  missions  statedly  and 
freely,  unless  they  feel  a desire  for  their  success  ; or  it 
they  give  they  will  not  pray.  It  is  impossible  in  the 
nature  of  things  for  every  man  to  feel  equal  concern 
for  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  in  every  region — to  be 
enthusiastic  for  the  cause  in  the  abstract,  without  an;, 
reference  to  its  embodiment  here  and  there.  Wha- 
then  l Shall  the  individual  man  have  no  way  of  be 
stowing  his  prayers,  and  his  alms  on  the  spot  which 
he  desires  to  see  flourishing  with  Christian  culture, 
except  by  merging  them  in  the  common  receptacle 
of  the  Church,  and  relying  on  her  official  wisdom  to 
do  that  which  the  fervor  of  his  own  spirit  would  else 
have  moved  him  to  do  1 If  there  be  any  grace  dis- 
tinctive of  the  Christian  which  more  than  another 
demands  freedom,  and  spontaneity  in  its  exercise — it 
is  a zeal  for  the  extension  of  the  Lord’s  Kingdom. 
And  so,  if  you  undertake  to  make  it  work  without 
scope  for  its  sympathies,  and  according  to  rigid  and 
compulsory  rule,  you  sooner  or  later  kill  it  out.  In 
the  organization  of  our  Society,  we  asked  the  Com- 
mittee— but  to  give  a new  application  to  a principle 
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which  is  thus  inherent  in  the  cause  itself,  which 
always  had  been  recognised  in  the  conduct  of  Church 
Missions,  Foreign  and  Domestic — the  right  of  the 
donor  to  direct  to  what  particular  portion  of  their 
operations  his  gifts  should  be  applied.  They  had 
conceded  the  right  of  individuals  associated  in  the 
parochial  relation  to  put  their  gifts  together,  and 
offer  them  as  one,  and  to  make  a joint  designation  of 
them  to  some  preferred  use.  We  craved  only  that 
the  same  scheme  might  be  pursued  one  step  further, 
to  wit : that  Parishes  might  unite,  concentrate  their 
interests  and  their  means,  and  bestow  them  on  some 
favorite  points.  And  the  Committee  very  wisely 
consented ; — we  see  not  how  they  could  have  logically 
adopted  or  held  any  other  conclusion. 

If  this  were  an  exclusive  privilege  which  they 
have  accorded  to  the  “ Association,”  other  parties  or 
interests  in  the  Church  would  have  just  reason  to 
complain.  But  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  the 
great  Plousehold  have  a prescript  right  to  designate 
their  offerings,  after  the  same  manner,  as  consecrate  to 
the  support  of  any  particular  missions  in  the  Church 
with  which  they  specially  sympathize.  And  if  any 
number  of  them  having  kindred  sympathies,  judge 
that  the  end  which  they  severally  desire  could  be  best 
promoted  by  association — principle  and  precedent, 
both  entitle  them  to  organize  for  that  purpose — to  be 
received  as  auxiliaries  in  the  work,  and  to  have  their 
wishes  respected  in  the  appropriation  of  what  they 
contribute.  But  it  ought  not  to  be  the  privilege  of 
any  portion  of  the  Church  to  stand  still,  and  because 
they  lack  interest  in  the  general  cause,  or  in  the  par- 
ticular department  of  missions  in  which  others  are 
enlisted,  or  in  the  men  who  are  occupying  the  held, 
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to  demand  that  all  others  shall  stand  still  also,  lest 
the  balance  of  power  in  the  Church  should  be  dis- 
turbed. We  can  but  commend  brethren  in  the 
Church  of  whatever  shade  of  doctrine  tolerated  within 
its  catholic  pale,  if  they  be  active  and  earnest  in 
endeavors  to  extend  the  borders  of  our  Zion,  even 
though  they  carry  with  them  in  their  efforts  some 
errors  of  opinion,  some  mistakes  of  policy,  some 
fooleries  of  practice.  Let  them  associate  and  work, 

• and — through  the  appointed  channels  of  the  Church 
— pour  out  their  offerings  before  the  Lord.  Activity, 
and  liberality  will  do  much  to  correct,  and,  if  not,  to 
atone  for  their  errors  ; and  the  great  Head  of  the 
Church  will  overrule  all  to  the  furtherance  of  His 
Kingdom  and  Glory.  Let  them  “ preach  Christ, 
even  of  envy  and  strife,  and  we  therein  will  rejoice.” 

Some  years  ago,  prominent  clergymen  of  the  city  of 
New  York,  part  or  all  of  whom  were  connected  with 
Trinity  Church,  established  a mission  to  California, 
independently  of  the  Domestic  Committee,  and,  if  we 
mistake  not,  the  funds  for  its  maintenance  were  pro- 
vided in  whole  or  in  part  by  that  venerable,  and 
affluent  corporation.  Yet  we  not  do  remember  that 
there  was  any  hue  and  cry  raised  at  the  irregularity  of 
the  proceeding,  nor  are  we  aware  since,  that  those 
brethren  who  engaged  in  it  lost  their  reputation  for 
sound  Churchmanship,  or  proper  subordination  to 
authority  in  consequence.  We  think  they  had  a 
right,  as  consistent  members  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  to  do  precisely  what  they  did.  Perhaps 
it  would  have  been  in  better  taste  to  have  sought  the 
sanction  and  fostering  wing  of  the  Domestic  Com- 
mittee ; and  we  doubt  not  the  Committee  would  have 
gladly  forwarded  the  work  and  acknowledged  it  as 
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their  own.  We  know  not  that  it  has  ever  transpired 
what  was  the  special  motive  for  making  that  mission 
to  California  thus  an  outside  operation.  We  were 
never  curious  to  inquire.  It  was  doubtless  one  which 
the  actors  believed  to  be  worthy.  On  them  rested 
the  responsibility,  and  they  were  bound  to  render 
account  to  none  but  God. 

Some  who  are  unfriendly  to  this  Association  dis- 
tress themselves,  and  alarm  others,  with  the  idea  that 
it  exists  and  acts  for  party  ends.  To  this  we  respond 
in  the  first  place,  that  all  good  men  are  entitled  to  the 
imputation  of  good  motives  until  they  prove  them- 
selves to  be  actuated  by  bad  ones.  Whoever  charges 
upon  Christian  men  evil  designs  which  they  do  not 
avow,  or  which  their  conduct  does  not  fasten  upon 
them  beyond  the  possibility  of  mistake,  succeeds  at 
least  in  showing  that  all  Christians  are  not  yet  “joined 
together  in  unity  of  spirit  and  in  the  bond  of  peace.” 
Organizations  of  men  for  specific  purposes  are  fre- 
quently assailed  by  those  whom  they  do  not  embrace, 
as  the  occasions  of  the  peculiar  principles,  views  and 
purposes  which  they  represent.  Whereas,  they  are 
only  the  expressions — the  symbols  of  pre-existent 
ideas.  The  organization  does  not  make  the  party — 
but  the  party  makes  the  organization.  And  so  long 
as  the  opinion  in  which  they  who  compose  a party 
have  concert  among  themselves,  and  differ  from 
others,  is  held  as  a sacred  truth,  it  demands  an  or- 
ganization, in  which  to  exercise  its  motive  -power. 
This  is  generally  most  innocently,  as  well  as  most 
effectually  exerted,  when  it  has  an  appropriate  agency 
by  which  to  act.  Whenever  the  distinctive  opinion 
ceases  to  be  entertained — or  declines  in  the  estimate 
of  its  importance — or  spends  itself  in  extravagant 
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effort, — the  machinery  by  which  it  wrought,  will  fall 
into  disuse.  Voluntary  organizations  neither  create 
nor  perpetuate  the  parties  with  which  they  are 
identified : nay,  in  many  cases  they  serve  to  shorten 
the  period  of  their  existence.  They  draw  away  ihe 
elements  of  which  such  parties  are  composed  from 
fretful  collision  with  others,  that  are  not  congenial, 
and  give  each  a chance  to  forget  that  he  has  any 
opponents,  and  to  review  his  own  sentiments  under 
circumstances  in  which  the  mists  of  prejudice  and 
passion  will  dissolve,  and  give  him  an  open  vision. 
The  word  “party”  is  often  a bug  bear.  Some  party 
ends  are  legitimate  ends  for  which  they  who  love 
Christ  and  his  truth  are  bound  to  strive.  Paul 
and  Peter,  and  their  associates,  were  a party  in 
the  Church  at  Jerusalem,  when  other  men  in  great 
numbers  were  bent  on  enforcing  upon  Gentile  con- 
verts, the  Jewish  ordinance  of  circumcision.  We 
represent  a party  opposed  to  any,  in  or  out  of  our 
Church — be  they  many  or  few — who  would  bring  in 
from  repudiated  Romanism,  doctrines  or  ceremonial 
usuages  which  neither  we,  nor  our  fathers  were  able 
to  bear.  But  we  do  expressly  and  emphatically  deny 
that  this  Association  is,  or  ever  has  been,  arrayed 
against  any  portion  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  which  is  true  to  the  simple  doctrines  and 
established  usages  of  that  Church.  We  form  an  in- 
tegral portion  of  that  great  and  now  we  trust,  almost 
universal  party  which  is  content  with  the  structure 
and  Liturgy  of  the  Church  as  it  is — which  regrets  no 
figment  of  Popery  that  was  abjured  at  the  reformation 
and  hopes  for  no  compromise  with  it,  till  it  shall 
renounce  all  that  is  distinctive  of  it. 

We  care  not  by  what  names  they  may  be  called

for  whose  support  we  contribute,  if  only  they  preach 
the  Gospel  in  its  fulness,  and  minister  among  their 
people  with  discretion,  activity,  holiness,  and  success. 
We  cast  no  reproaches  on  the  other  Missionaries 
of  the  Domestic  Committee,  nay,  we  know  many  of 
them  to  be  men  of  exalted  worth,  and  great  efficiency  ; 
but  we  do  strive  to  assure  ourselves,  that  those 
whom  we  provide  for,  are  men  who  deserve  an  ade- 
quate support,  and  whose  labors  will  tell  effectively 
on  the  prosperity,  and  increase  of  the  Church,  temporal 
and  spiritual.  We  prefer  to  labor  and  give  for  such; 
and — that  we  may  see  in  some  measure  the  results  of 
our  efforts,  and  be  encouraged  by  the  sight — we  pre- 
fer to  concentrate  our  efforts,  on  what  we  esteem 
promising  points.  A further  and  prominent  motive 
for  the  creation,  and  continuance  of  our  Association 
is,  that  we  may  give  (which  the  Domestic  Committee 
under  its  existing  arrangements  cannot  do)  a liberal 
and  competent  maintenance  to  men  who  enter  the 
Missionary  Field  at  our  instance,  graduating  our  ap- 
propriations to  the  importance,  and  costliness  of  the 
place,  and  the  age,  position  and  repute  of  the 
incumbent. 

We  conceive  that  these  constitute  sufficient  mo- 
tives for  maintaining  our  associate  existence,  and  we 
esteem  it  uncharitable,  and  pronounce  it  untrue,  when 
any  allege,  that  the  fact  of  our  association  manifests 
any  personal  distrust  of  our  Reverend  and  respected 
friends  who  constitute  the  Domestic  Committee. 
It  is  quite  supposable  that  some  in  the  Church  have 
far  more  confidence  in  the  men  of  the  Committee, 
than  they  have  in  the  machinery  which  they  found 
constructed  to  their  hand,  and  were  merely  called  to 
propel.  The  oft-repeated  insinuation  that  the  Com- 
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mittee  connive  at  their  own  shfime  and  insult,  by 
tolerating  our  connexion  Avith  them  is  a graver 
assault  upon  their  intelligence  and  competency,  than 
is  embodied  in  our  organic  life,  and  auxiliary  relation. 
It  is  gratuitous  to  assume  that  every  organization  in 
the  Church  of  those  avIio  have  affinity  of  feeling 
upon  whatever  work  of  beneficence  is  of  course 
antagonistic  to  somebody  else  in  the  Household  of 
Christ.  Equally  gratuitous  is  it,  to  take  the  position, 
that  the  existing  agency  for  any  object  in  Avhich  the 
advancement  of  Christianity  is  contemplated,  Iioav- 
ever  it  came  into  being,  has  exclusive  possession  of 
the  field,  and  that  the  creation  of  a second  is  there- 
fore factious,  and  revolutionary.  Often  are  these 
Associations  the  issue  of  a pacific  spirit,  which 
escapes  from  a connexion  in  which  it  was  wronged 
and  down-trodden,  and  outraged,  to  alloAV  the  fire  of 
persecution  to  die  out,  and  the  ardor  of  resistance  to 
grow  cool.  Differences  of  opinion  among  Christian 
men  on  any  matter  touching  the  cause  and  kingdom 
of  our  common  Lord  are  certainly  to  be  regretted. 
But  that  men  will  ever  come  to  think  alike  upon 
every  topic  in  any  Avay  connected  with  religion,  is 
not  to  be  looked  for  this  side  Heaven.  Human 
minds  have  some  inherent  idiosyncracies,  and  certain 
ones  are  more  congenial  than  certain  others.  There 
is  no  helping  this  constitutional  state  of  things. 
Association  is  the  result  of  affinity — not  affinity  of 
association.  Compact  does  not  create  agreement,  it 
only  expresses  it.  And  agreement  among  some  does 
not  involve  hostility  to  others.  Difference  and  op- 
position are  not  synonymous  terms. 

On  the  Avhole,  Ave  conclude,  then,  that  this  Associa- 
tion is  on  a basis  Avhich  the  laAV  of  God,  and  the  laAV 
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of  the  Church  alik’e  allow — that  we  are  not  justly 
chargeable  with  uncharitableness  towards  our  breth- 
ren, or  disloyalty  to  our  superiors — that  we  have  good, 
and  sufficient  reasons  for  joint  effort  in  the  work  of 
Missions,  and  tokens  of  the  Divine  favor  on  our  labors 
which  constrain  us  to  proceed — that  we  are  in  a proper 
relation  to  the  Domestic  Committee,  which,  with  all 
its  terms,  we  had  a right  to  propose  without  offence, 
and  which  they  have  consistently  with  their  own  honor, 
and  the  precedents  of  the  History  of  Missions  in  our 
Church,  wisely  accepted  and  faithfully  observed, — and 
that  there  remains  nothing  to  impede  the  usefulness 
of  this  agency,  but  the  jealousy  of  those  who  find  it 
easier  to  impugn  than  to  confront  the  principles  of 
our  organization,  and  who  forego  the  use  of  the  only 
legitimate  means  whereby  to  limit  the  influence  and 
extension  of  our  work — to  wit,  by  emulating  our 
activity. 


REVENUE  AND  EXPENDITURES. 

It  is  gratifying  to  the  Board  to  be  able  to  report, 
that  not  witstanding  the  continued  opposition  which 
the  Association  has  met,  the  expenditure  for  the 
cause  in  its  charge  has  reached  over  $9000  dollars  in 
the  present  year.  The  sum  specified  in  the  Treasurer’s 
account  is  $ 8,225  37,  but  there  must  be  added  to 
that  sum  several  payments  thrown  into  the  next 
year,  which  will  increase  the  aggregate  to  something 
like  the  sum  named.  And  although  the  financial 
difficulties  of  the  last  autumn  and  winter  seriously 
affected  its  receipts,  yet  they  have  been  much  larger 
since  the  beginning  of  the  year  than  in  the  similar 
period  of  last  year,  although  this  was  the  season  of 
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the  most  active  criticism.  But  during  the  fall  many 
of  the  Churches  from  whom  special  aid  was  looked, 
in  aid  of  the  operations  in  Kansas,  were  unable  to 
make  any  unusual  effort.  The  'Churches  in  Virginia 
which  were  pledged  to  the  support  of  the  Mission  in 
Oregon,  omitted  in  most  instances,  to  make  their 
annual  contributions.  These  expensive  Missions  were 
therefore  sustained  from  the  ordinary  receipts  of  the 
Treasury,  and  the  Reserved  Fund.  This  Fund  has 
therefore  proven  a deposit  of  great  value  to  the 
Board  in  the  present  year,  and  has  enabled  it  to 
meet  every  obligation  punctually  in  advance.  It  is 
now  diminished  by  these  drafts  upon  it,  and  will  soon 
be  exhausted.  It  is  to  be  much  desired,  therefore, 
that  the  congregations  who  contribute  to  our 
treasury,  and  especially  those  interested  in  our 
operations  in  the  new  territories,  shall  make  such 
efforts  in  the  coming  year,  as  will  remedy  these  de- 
ficiencies. The  Board  will  thus  be  enabled  to  carry 
out  its  present  plan  of  operations,  and  afford  assis- 
tance to  new  Missionary  Stations,  especially  in 
Kansas,  Nebraska,  Oregon  and  California,  where  the 
expenses  of  living  require  very  large  appropriations  for 
the  support  of  missionaries.  The  Treasurer’s  Report 
will  furnish  additional  information  upon  this  subject, 
as  it  is  appended  to  this  paper. 


MISSIONARY  OPPESATIONS. 

The  fixed  principle  of  the  Association  embodied  in 
its  Constitution,  and  developed  in  all  its  history,  has 
been  to  nominate  to  the  Missionary  fields,  only  men 
fully  qualified  for  the  work.  But  the  unvarying  obedi- 
ence to  this  principle  very  much  impedes  promptitude 
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in  action.  The  Board  does  not  wait  until  suitable 
persons  offer  themselves,  but  seeks  them  out  over  the 
country,  wherever  they  may  be  found.  Nor  are  all 
accepted  who  do  offer  themselves,  nor  any  until  after 
inquiry,  and,  if  necessary,  rigid  scrutiny,  Into  such 
investigation,  the  Board  feels  warranted  in  entering 
by  the  fact  that  it  secures  to  its  missionaries  com- 
pensation of  as  high  a grade  as  is  given  to  efficient 
Ministers  in  the  older  Parishes  of  the  East.  But 
very  extensive  correspondence  results  from  this 
course,  attended  with  much  trouble  and  often  long 
delay,  and  when  it  is  added  that  persons  thus  selected, 
sometimes  withdraw  from  the  field  after  the  pre- 
liminaries are  all  settled,  and  they  have  been  con- 
sidered almost  at  work,  it  will  he  apparent  that  the 
complete  establishment  of  such  missions  as  those  in 
which  we  are  interested  must  he  reached  very  slowly. 
Thus  it  happens  that  although  more  than  a whole 
year  has  elapsed  since  the  attention  of  the  Board  was 
directed  to  Kansas,  and  funds  have  never  been 
wanting,  the  desirable  stations  in  that  Territory  have 
not  yet  been  entirely  filled — But  it  is  with  much 
thankfulness  the  Board  present  to  the  Association 
the  actual  results  which  have  been  reached. 

The  llev.  Mr.  Callaway,  our  pioneer  Missionary  in 
Kansas,  has  continued  his  earnest  and  active  labors 
at  Topeka,  besides  supplying  Lecompton,  Tecumseh 
and  other  towns,  from  time  to  time,  and  affording 
assistance  and  encouragement  to  every  other  Mis- 
sionary who  has  followed  him  into  the  Territory. 

The  Kev.  Mr.  Perinchief,  after  some  hesitation, 
established  himself  at  Quindaro,  where  he  remained 
a year,  until  continued  ill-health  forced  him  to 
abandon  the  field  and  return  to  the  East.  Quindaro 
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is  now  vacant,  unless  it  has  been  filled  since  our  last 
reports. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Nash  was  first  nominated  to  Le- 
compton,  but  finally  determined  upon  taking  charge 
at  Wyandotte,  an  important  position  at  the  junction 
of  the  Missouri  and  Kansas  Rivers.  There  he  has 
labored  with  much  success.  He  has  succeeded  in 
erecting  a small  parsonage,  and  is  now  engaged  in 
an  effort  to  build  a Church  which  promises  to  be 
entirely  successful,  and  will  be  the  first  Episcopal 
Church  in  Kansas.  He  has  proved  himself  an  in- 
dustrious and  self-denying  Missionary. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Ryan  from  Warren,  Ohio,  has  settled 
at  Elwood,  a promising  town  opposite  St.  Joseph’s, 
now  the  termination  of  the  Missouri  Railroad.  The 
church  in  this  place  was  organized  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Nash,  and  is  now  in  successful  operation. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Preston,  from  Philadelphia,  was  the 
nexit  of  the  noble  band  of  pioneers  who  have  gone 
forth  at  the  call  of  the  Church.  He  has  not  yet  de- 
termined whether  he  will  settle  at  Quindaro,  to 
which  he  has  been  called  by  the  vestry,  or  at 
Manhattan,  a thriving  interior  town.  He  has 
undertaken  the  work  with  great  zeal,  and  has  given 
an  encouraging  account  of  his  progress. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Ellis  has  been  residing  near  Te- 
cumseh,  but  without  active  Missionary  employment. 
Mr.  Callavmy  has  embraced  Tecumseh  in  his  own 
charge,  and  Mr.  Ellis  has  recentlv  received  a call  to 
Lecompton  in  which  he  will  probably  labor  in  con- 
nection with  the  Association. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Reynolds  after  many  unavoidable 
delays,  has  now  entered  upon  his  work  as  Missionary 
at  Lawrence,  perhaps  the  largest  town  in  the  terri- 
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tory  after  Leavenworth.  For  some  time  past  he  has  - 
been  engaged  in  an  endeavor  to  procure  funds  for  the 
erection  of  a parsonage,  and  now  goes  out  with  his 
family.  Thus  will  the  last  of  our  Missionaries  be  in 
the  field,  and  at  the  post  to  which  God  has  called 
them.  The  Board  of  Managers  can  only  commend 
them  to  your  earnest  prayers.  May  the  God  of  the 
Church  watch  over  them,  and  give  them  many  souls 
to  present  before  him  in  the  great  day. 

In  Iowa,  the  Association  has  already  begun  to 
realize  the  return  of  its  early  care  of  the  Mission 
field.  To  Muscatine  and  Keokuk,  which,  last  year 
became  self-supporting,  are  now  to  he  added  Cedar 
Rapids,  and  Fort  lies  Moines,  which  have  declared 
themselves  independent  of  our  aid.  The  zealous 
rectors  of  these  Parishes  are  now  reaping  the  reward 
of  their  earnest  and  faithful  struggles  against  the 
difficulties  attending  the  establishment  of  new 
parishes  in  new  countries.  • 

At  Fort  Madison,  in  Iowa,  a Church  has  been 
erected,  and  the  people  have  assumed  an  additional 
portion  of  the  Missionary’s  support. 

Other  towns  in  Iowa  continue,  under  the  fostering 
care  of  Bishop  Lee,  to  satisfy  the  contributors  to  our 
treasury,  that  their  funds  have  been  cast  upon  no 
unfruitful  or  ungrateful  soil. 

In  Minnesota,  Messrs.  Chamberlaine  and  Bussell 
continue  to  be  aided  by  the  Board,  the  latter  having- 
resumed  the  full  charge  of  his  Parish  at  Stillwater. 
Recently  Rev.  Dudley  Chase  has  been  called  to  the 
care  of  several  Churches  in  this  Territory,  and  will 
add  still  another  to  the  Missionaries  in  connection 
with  the  Association. 

In  Nebraska  the  Rev.  Mr.  Adams  is  the  only 
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Missionary.  All  negotiations  with  other  Ministers 
having  failed,  we  have  not  been  able  to  add  to  the 
force  of  the  Association  there.  The  coining  summer 
with  its  heavy  emigration  will  make  the  want  of 
Ministers  in  that  field  a matter  of  great  regret. 

In  Oregon,  Rev.  Mr.  McCormac  continues  in  charge 
of  Oregon  City,  and  presents  favorable  reports  from 
time  to  time.  Portland  remains  unoccupied.  Re- 
peated letters  from  Bishop  Scott,  have  increased  our 
desire  to  dispatch  a Missionary  to  so  important  a 
point,  and  in  aid  of  a Bishop  who  has  the  earnest 
sympathies  of  all  true  friends  of  our  Church.  But  our 
inquiries  have  hitherto  had  no  result.  We  trust 
the  man  sent  of  God,  may  yet  be  found  willing  to 
take  this  Mission,  to  cheer  the  Bishop’s  heart,  and 
spread  the  truth  on  those  remote  shores. 

A correspondence  has  been  had  with  Bishop  Kip, 
in  relation  to  the  supply  of  several  stations  in  Cali- 
fornia for  which  he  has  sought  our  assistance,  but  we 
have  not  yet  found  any  persons  suitably  qualified  for 
the  work. 

An  earnest  desire  has  been  expressed  by  some  of 
the  American  residents  in  Santa  Fe,  New  Mexico,  to 
have  the  services  of  a Minister  of  the  Episcopal 
Church.  A considerable  sum  would  be  guaranteed 
by  the  people  there,  especially  if,  in  connection  with 
the  Mission,  the  minister  would  take  the  charge 
of  a school ; and  to  one  properly  qualified  a great 
field  of  usefulness  might  be  found  in  the  disposition 
of  the  Spanish  Roman  Catholic  youth  to  inquire 
into  the  Religion  and  the  customs  of  the  American 
people,  who  so  utterly  surpass  them  in  all  the  arts  of 
life,  and  are  winning  from  them  their  native  soil. 
But  hitherto,  no  one  has  presented  himself,  with 
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whom  the  Board  could  make  an  arrangement  satis- 
factory to  all  parties. 

The  support  of  the  Oregon  Mission,  under  Mr. 
McCormac,  was  assumed  by  the  Association,  with  the 
understanding  that  certain  of  the  Parishes  of  Virginia 
would  agree  to  provide  and  to  continue  a provision 
for  the  support  of  the  Mission.  The  subscribers  to 
this  fund  are  reminded  that  the  heavy  charges  of  this 
Mission  have  been  now  borne  by  the  Association  for 
some  two  years,  almost  entirely  without  the  promised 
revenue  from  this  source.  It  is  hoped  that  before 
long  the  sum  at  least  which  was  originally  subscribed 
will  be  provided  for  by  the  contributors  of  whose  aid 
circumstances  have  latterly  deprived  us. 

The  necessity  of  erecting  parsonages  in  Kansas 
became  so  apparent  to  the  success  of  our  Missionary 
operations,  that  the  sanction  of  the  Board  was  lent  to 
the  project  of  Bev.  D.  S.  Miller,  Secretary  of  this 
Association,  and  Messrs.  Cooke,  and  Brown,  and  Feet 
of  Philadelphia  and  New  York,  to  collect  funds  for 
that  purpose.  Aid  has  thus  been  rendered  to  the 
building  of  a parsonage  at  Topeka,  by  the  Bev.  Mr. 
Callaway,  at  Wyandotte  by  Bev.  Mr.  Nash,  and  at 
Lawrence  by  Bev.  Mr.  Beynolds.  This  movement  is 
of  prime  necessity.  It  will  be  quite  impossible  to 
to  have  the  Gospel  preached  when  there  is  no  place 
in  which  the  Minister  can  find  a home.  We  must 
provide  a shelter  for  the  Missionary  even  before  we 
provide  a church  building.  The  Parsonage  Fund 
appeals  with  great  force  to  all  our  sympathies,  and 
ought  not  to  be  forgotton  by  the  generous  friends 
of  Western  Missions.  Provision  must  be  made 
for  small  buildings  for  several  of  the  towns  to 
which  Missionaries  have  been  sent,  among  others 
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Lecompton,  Manhattan,  Quindaro  and  Ellwood.  As 
this  is  not  within  the  proper  objects  of  the  Association 
it  is  merely  mentioned  here,  in  order  to  call  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  above  named  gentlemen  are 
ready  to  receive  contributions. 

In  all  these  directions  the  Board  is  anxious  to 
extend  its  labors  during  the  coming  year.  To  do 
this  or  even  to  sustain  its  operations  at  the  present 
point,  many  and  larger  contributions  will  be  needed. 
With  its  present  income,  it  will  not  be  able  to  carry 
out  the  plans  of  action  in  which  its  friends  are  so 
deeply  interested.  The  Managers  of  the  Association 
respectfully  urge  this  matter  upon  the  attention  of 
those  who  desire  to  forward  its  enterprizes,  and  are 
full  of  hope  that  the  present  representation  will  be 
sufficient  for  that  end.  Means  are  needed  to  accom- 
plish our  purposes,  men  of  the  right  qualifications  are 
needed,  and  above  all  prayers  are  needed  that  God 
will  grant  to  us  wisdom  to  do  all  things  to  the  Glory 
of  His  name,  and  the  salvation  of  souls. 

Remember,  brethren,  those  who  thus  labor  at  your 
bidding,  and  may  God  prosper  all  the  work  of  our 
hands,  in  answer  to  your  supplications.
